Wes of the Gentiles, aud the lands 
of Chittim. The Phaenicians, the 


firſl eminent Navigators ſince the 


Flood , and the firſt Planters of Lear- 
ning and Civility, as well as Colonies , 
along the ſhores of . the Mediterranean 
and  Arlantick Seas, began their 
diſcoveries in theſe Jlands : Aud 
there they have left ſuch wiſible Foot- 
ſeeps of their firſt Plantation , that the 
names they bear to this day are moſt 
of” them of Phoenician Extractor. 
The Colonies planted in theſe Iſlands 

the Pheenicians, gave beginning to 
all thoſe Arts and Sciences. for which 


the Greeks were afterwards ſo famous, 


and their Language been held in ſuch 
admiration ts this day, The Athio- 
pick {lands are known all by Greek 
names , but they are as far inferiour 
fo the Cyclades in renown, as they are 
in number , having neither been the 
Scene of Attions. recorded. by ſuch 1m- 


mortal. pens, wor the native Soil of 


perſons ſo eminent for Arts and Arms.

The tonceit of ' Elyſium , or ſuch. a 
future. happineſs "as the Heathens 
dream't of , was thought fit by their 
Poets « to be fix'd "upon ſome remote 
Iſlands; therefore call'd the Blelled , 
or \ Fortunate Iſlands; The Heſpe- 
rides ayd Canaries have been Compe- 
titors for the Title,and our modern ſear- 
thers into Brittiſh Antiquity do ſlrain 
hard to make the Caſſiterides , or the 
Scilly 42d Man, and Angleſey; put in 
for a claim, But the Poets have been 
more accurate in maintaining the Cha- 
rafter of an earthly Paradiſe , and 
deſcribing a feluity of ſlate beyond 
that of a Platonick, or Utopian 
Commonwealth , than in direiting us 
by any rules of Geography , where it ts 
to be found. And as they have left it 
indifferent to the Reader to fix the 
Local Situation: of - ſuch Iſlapds where 
they will,” ſo they have left it impoſſi- 
ble to any Reader to find ſuch a place in 
the whole world, Ttndeed it « the 
highprerogative of great and lefting 
wits to affix an eſttem and veneration 
apon thoſe places they niake the Stage 
of their Stories, be they true or falſe, 
- But 


= 


But in this point of credit , the Iſlands 
of the Archipelago do far ſurpaſs any. 
other in the world, And this is true , 
not only of the licentions and extra- 
vagant Fables of their Romantick My- 
thologie ; but alſo in the graver and 


more creditable Records of ſober Hiſtory. 


They did heretofore in a manner en- 
groſs the Monopoly of” all the wit and 
Fancy both of Greece and Rome : 
Inſomuch, that *tis hardly poſſible for a 
manwell vers'd in theGreek and Latin 
Tongues, tobe a ſtranger to the antient 
Geography of theſe Places: And Pliny, 
who was in nothing leſs erroneous, than 
in this part of his natural Hiſtory of 
theſe Iſlands, does honour the Bay 
wherein they are ſituate, with the Ti- 
zle of Sinus claritatis literarum; 
A large Encomium , and ſuch as no 
other aggregate body of Iſlands had 
equal right to, The Japan , Philip- 
pine, a#d Molucco -Hards in the 
Oriental Ocean, are far beyond theſe 
for number , but the only thing they 
are ſought for is ſome natural produtts 
peculiar to their Soil and Climate , in 
which commendation, they ds not = 
cee 
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ceed the late diſcoveries in the Ames - 
rican Ocear; but we find not that the 
world was ever beholding to the one , 
or the other, for the Propagation .of 
Learning or Ctvility, Nor # it only fa- 
mos for the early riſe of Humane Lear- 
ning and civil Enlture; in the days of 
 Gentiliſm , but alſo for the early appea- 
raxce of the more glorious Sun-ſhine of 
the. Heavenly Doitrin of the Goſpel; 
St, John the Divine , honoured in the 
Oracles of God, with the peculiar Title 
of the Diſciple whom Jeſus loved ; 
was once an Inhabitant of theſe Iſlands, 
where he founded the Chriſtian Reli- 
gion, and writ that Divine and Myſte- 
riows Book , which was inaced to bins 
Apocalypſe, but ts all future ages 
Apocrypha. 8&7. Paul, that great 
Apoſtle of the Gentiles, did often croſs 
this Sea, toplant the Doftrin of Salua- 
tion in all the neighbouring Shores of 
Europe and Alia, And in future 
apes, when the Divine Providence rai- 
ſed up 4 Chriſtian Emperour #0 protect 
his Church from perſecution , theſe 
Iſlands were the very centre of' once the 
woſt Orthodox and learned Church in 
| | the 
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ſuch proud ap contemptuous enemies of 


To the Reader: 


the world, ' To whom we owe mot only 


the tranſmitting the Holy Scriptures to 


our knowledge. but alſo the digeſting 


the Dottrin of them into Articles of 
Faith, the defence of Truth againſt all 
invaſion of Errour , the faithful Re- 
goras of moſt pure and primitive Tra- 
dition, the clear Expoſition of many 
obſcure paſſages , which without their 
airedtion , might have been at this day 
unintelligible, and the great advan- 
Fage of mary earned and elaborate 
Volumes of Orthodox Divinity, 'both 
Polemical and Prattick., And of all 
thoſe mary different Seits of Chriſti- 
anity i» the Eaſt, they have to this day 
voſt firmly retain'd the ancient Truths, 
and made the leaſt Deviation into Er- 
rour. If that ignorance which thoſe 
barbarous extinguiſhers of learning , 
the Turks, keep them in, renders that 
affiicFed Nation obnoxtous to be impos'd 
#pon , and incapable of knowing better, 
it deſerves rather our pity , than our 
contempt aud ſcorn, It « rather a Mi-

nent of Aſia. - It is 
well known that this was the Coun» 
try of Pythagoras, and once was Go- 
vern'd by Kings of her own, and 
has made ftout reſiſtance againſt 
_ Athens, what time they both liv'd 
> #|F vnder a Democratical Government. 


The ruins which yer are to be ſeen 
B _ there 
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there are a Teſtimony of her former 
greatneſs and wealth. But this 
Ifland hath been fubje& to great 
changes and. revolutions, even to 
utter deſertion of - Inhabitants for 
many Years. Yetit being my main 
intent to give an account of its 
preſent State, I ſhill wave the for- 
- mer Traniactions of Ancient times, 
whereof there is frequent mention 
amongſt Hiſtorians, , and proceed 
toa ſurvey of its condition 1n theſe 
Modern Times, under the Twrki(h 
Empire; how it 15 now Govern'd ; 
what Revenues 1t yields, with a 
Geographical 'Delcription of the 
Country. 

It 1s certain , that what: time. it 
pleas'd God for our ſins to permit 
the Txrks to {ubdue Conſtantinople - 
and the Archipelago, the Iſland of 
Samos was totally diſpeopl'd. Af- 
terwards one K:litch Aly Baſha ar- 
rived here, and Landing with a 
{mall Company to Hunt, was fo 
taken with the place, that he was. 
relolv'dto ask leave of the Grand 
Signior, to re-people. the Iſland : 
| . _ Which 
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Which having done, he tranſpor- 
ted ſeveral Families from all the 
Voiſinage eſpecially from Mezetyne , 
ſo that by degrees, it became full of 
Inhabitants, and. now counts to 
the numberof 18 Towns and Vil-' 
lages, which I ſhall now deſcribe 
according to their Situation, 

[The Ifle of Samos 1s 26, or 27 
French Leagues in compals, and lies 
in length Eaſt and Weſt. . At the 
Weſt end it has the Ifle of Nicaria, 


ſome twelve Miles diſtant: The 


Eaſt end is ſo near the Continent 
of 4ſta, that in ſome places men 
can Diſcourſe one with another 
from the two Shores. This near- 
nels of the Eaſt end of Samos. to 
the Continent of 4/2, cauſes a nar- 
row Frith about ſix Miles 1n length, 


no where above 3 Miles in breadth , 


which by reaſon of little I{lands in 
it, is a great Nettof Pirats, whom 


_ .no Ships that come 1nto this Strait 


can eſcape, but by putting to Shore |. 
on each ſide, where they are ih 
equal dangerof being made'a Prey. 


Theſe Pirats for the moſt part are 
B23. either 
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either from Malta , Legorn, Savoy , 
or Saran, Zager BSE 
At theentrance into thisStreight, 
which the Turks call Dardbogazy, i.e. 
The Mouth of the Streight, lies 
all along the Mountain for the {pace 
of a Mile, the place where the Old 
o1 Samos City of Samos ftood ,, remarkable - 
yet for ſome remainders of the 
Walls and ruins of old Churches, 
and large Stones, ſome 3, ſome 4 , 
ſome 5 yards long, belides many 
Marbles and Pillars, notwithſtan- 
ding the many choice pieces carried 
away by the Yenetians , when the 
were ' Lords of the Archipelago. 
But the Greeks at this day dare not 
touch a Stone, ſo much as to Build 
with, for fear of. Impriſonment by 
the Twrks, under colour of having 
found a Treaſure in thoſe old Ruins. 
And being once Impriſon'd upon 
ſuch a pretence , they are ſure to 
lye faſt till all they have be ſeiz'd. 
Theſe Ruins are no lefs than ſix 
miles in compals, Upon the tame 
Mountain in the middle of a deep 
and large Grotto, ſtands a Church 
Dedi-

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Dedicated to the Virgin Mary ; 
known there by the name of 
Pavoxyis £mi\dn * Panagia Spiliani, or 
The moſt Holy Virgin of the Grot- 
to. All the Samians pay great De- 
votion to this place, not only in 
honour of the Virgin Mary, bur 
for the belief of many Miracles 
there done. Here is allo an artifi- 
cial Channel, fix Miles long, drawn 
from a River of a perpetual ſtream ,

The Caddees Office is to pro- 
nounce Law, and the 4z4's to pur 
it into Execution , and to Levy all

[a other parts of the Empire, all 
Males that are not Twrks, from 14.

Yet 
if a Married Man dies leaving a 
Male Child, the Haratch ſhall be de- 
manded for the Child, though he 
be but a ſucking Infant. Strangers 
that come, pay this Heratch,Married 
or un-married.. Inlike manner, the 
Samtians that quit their Country to 
exerciſe any Trade or Traffick elſe- 
where in the Empire, do pay this

ſhould have been-put in, he 1s. ſure 
to be laid down, and drub'd. There 
15 no excuſe for any perſon , and he 
that cannot pay , 1s clapt into 
Chains, and led about as a Priſoner, 
till he has either ſold his Goods , or 
beg'd Money to defray the charge 
of this Poll-Money.

ſo extremely bad, that they that 


come a ſhore here are forc'd to draw 
up their Boats after them, A Mule 
of Keramy is a little Ifland call'd 


Kxeoposkt, Karavoſtaſi, or the Rode 
for {mall Veſlels, call'd KXaravis, 
This affords a good retreat for Vel- 
felsin Tempeſtuous Weather. And 
when tis fair, they lade and unlade 
their Veſſels with all poffible ſpeed, 
at the Shore' of Tcarws, and fo 
retire, for fear of a Storm. 

All the (a) Iſland is very Mountai- 
nous and full of Rocks, which 
cauſes but few Villages, and thoſe 
very ſmall, none of them excee- 
din an 100 Houſes. The Pro- 
montory towards Saws is call'd 
Phanari, or the Lanthorn ; becauſe 
of a Watch Tower here built, to 
give light to Marriners in theNight. 
The Tower is yet ſtanding , and 
the common People are fo far mi- 
ftaken in the common Fable, as: to 
pretend that Zcarss and his Son 
LO wer 
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were here kept  Priſoners., But 
they are given ta a. Credulity of 
new. reports more inconvenient 


than that of old Fables, and that 


the belief of Treaſures hid in all 
old Ruins ever ſince the taking of 
Conſtantinople , where ſo much was 
found long after it was burn'd. 
This conceit blown up by various 
reports, and the Itch of talking 
on one fide, and the great creduli- 
ty of ignorant People on the other , 
hath encreaſed into a vulgar Tra- 
dition, very incommodious to the 
Greeks ,- and whereat the Torks 
take great advantage againſt them , 
in cale they meddle with any Ruins, 
either for Curioſity or Uſe. And 
theſe Iſlanders have a common 
Tradition , that about ths: old 
Tower of Karus lyes a great treaſure, 
whereof part, though not all, they 
ſay, was carri'd away ſome 40 years 
ago,by ſome Aſiaticks,that came over 
by ſtealth, and in the Night, dug up 
all theground; And an old Man, 
whom I ſpoke with , that ſaw them 
at work, but durſt not come nent 
tl 
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till they had all gone 'aboard, and 
fet Sail, upon his approach, found 
the dead Carkafe of a Man newly 


-flain; whom they ſuppoſe was 


facrific'd tothe Genius of the place, 


or the Guardian Angel of the Trea- 


ſure. They add beſides, that be- 
fore this adyenture of the Aſtatreks , 
the place was haunted with a Spirit, 
which alwates appear'd in black, 
and deftroy'd their Oxen, at leaſt 
oneina year, But fince that time , 
the place was no more haunted, nor 
did the Labonrers ever complain of 
the loſs of an Ox. | 

About this Shore are the beſt 
Cockles. of all the Archipelago. 
The principal Villages are 1, Ca- 
choriz, of 108 Houles, and two or 
three Ches. 2. Steli, famous for 
great abundance of Nut-Trees. 
3. Muſara, 'beltdes which is an 
Hermitage , and a Church, where- 
In are kept the Reliques of St, The- 
oftifles, who was of LZesbes, and 
whom the People do think yet does 
Miracles at this day. Here are in 
the Itle, the Ruins of a greater 
Town

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Town' than any 'now is. ' The 
Churchis yer ſtanding, and goes by 
the name of St, Helens, The 
Beauty of its Fabriek, 1s a clear ar- 
gument, it was built in the days of 
the Conſtantinopolitan Emperours x 
and though. it has no Houſe neer 
hand it, yet great reſort is made 
hither for Devotion; and from 
time. to time there never wants 4 
Papas to ſay the. Prayers of the 
Churchin it. 
Thereare beſides theſe three al- 
ready. nam'd, a : ra many little 
Villages ſcatter d up and down 


through the whole 1{land, which 


for the number of Houſes, are lar- 
er of extent than thoſe in Samos ; 


or here every Houle is environ'd 


with its proper Garden, Orchard 
but the Houſes in Samos are com- 
monly. built cloſer , and their Gar- 
dens., and Orchards at a greater

and difficulty, they force out of fo 


barren a Soil, that little Corn they 


have; which is not ſufficient to 
feed the Inhabitants above one 
half the year ; and. lays a neceſlity 
upon the Nzcarians to traffick 
abroad for ſupplies elſewhere. - But 
principally they ' trade to Sczo for 
Corn, whither they carry Wood 
from Samos , and the neighbouring 
parts of Natolia, They are very 
expert in making Boats, and ſmall 
Veflels, which are in ſuoh eſteem, 
that they are bought up by all their 


Neighbours. Beſides their Traf- 


fick in-Wood and (mall Veſlels,they 
vend good ſtore of Sheep and 
Goats , wherewith their Moun- 
tains are well ſtor'd. And yet 
their care to keep them is ſo ſmall, 


that without either milking them , 


or driving them . into Coats, - or 
Folds, or . making any limits or 


| bounds, they only viſit them twice 


a Year, to count the number of 
their Flocks, and to imprint the 
Marks of the. proper Owners.

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This Iſland was eminent for thoſe 
wonderful Revelations which: the 
Bleſſed * Apoſtle, and, Evangelift 
St. Fohn had in it, during his baniſh- 
ment thither in the time of the Per- 
ſecution under Domitiay, The fub- 
ſtance of what 1s related in that 
Life of St. John, that goes under the 
Name of Prochorus, is generally 
believ'd-in Patmos to this day, And 
though the Author might_ be of 
later years than Prochorus, the Diſci- 
ple of St. Job, as the moſt judt- 
cious Hiſtorians of later days do 
pronounce him to be: Yer that 
the whole contents of that Book 
ſhould be a meer Fable, and nothing 
but the Product of the Authors 
1nventian and fancy, is very impro- 
bable. For though he might take 
great liberty in the Manner and Cir- 
cumſtance of what he relates, yet 
the Matter and © Subſtance were 
built upon ſome foundations of real 
-Truth,. and fuch as many Books 
now not extant, and the Streams 
of Tradition then nearer the Foun- 
tain, but now run dry, might ac-

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quaint him with. That the Tſland, 
at St. John's firlt Comes were all 
Idolaters, had people poſſeſſed with 
Devils, and were mil-led with Ma- 
gicians, is more than probable,

influence on the peoplesConverſion, 
and rais'd him the Enmity of a 
Magician, and all that he coyld

tranſported-his Wealth and Family, 
he: built a Monaftry. near the 'Porr 
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of Neftia, and named it Rewvals, 
But not liking the place, (and as 
the Tradition goes , being warned 
by a Viſion, and 4 Voice from Hea- 
ven,) he quitted that Monaltry , 
and built another in the higheſt 
part of the Iſland, and fortifi'd 
It with a ſtrong Caſtle, environ'd 
with high and ſtrong Walls: And 
there he built a Church. The In- 
habitants that lay ſcatter'd in the 
Iſle, deſired leave to build Huts neer 
the Monaſtry , for their better Shel- 
ter, and defence, in caſe of any 
ſudden Attaque by Pirats. In pro- 
cels of time, [theſe Huts were 
chang'd into fair Houſes, and by 
Trade and Commerce, þecame a ) 
great Town, to the number of 
800 Houſes, and there Inhabited 
by rich Merchants, that traded in- 
to all parts, But the many Revo- 
lutions that have happen'd ſince, 
have eclips'd the former Glory of 
the place: And their Ships of Mer- 
chandile are all dwindld into ſmall 
Fiſher Boats, and the Inhabitants 
are all extremely poor.

ſtands the Holy Grorro , where 


* St. John the Evangeliſt is ſaid to 


have writ the Apocalypſe, Here is 
a {mall Monaftry, under the Ju- 
riſdition of a Ca/ozr. The Inhabi- 
tants of the neighbouring Borough, 
pay great Devotion to this place. 
They talk here of a Fig-Tree, 
whoſe Figs have naturally the 
Characters of the Word anouulic, 
Apotalypſis, Near the Grotto is ,a 
ſtone Font, where St, John the 
Evangeliſt is {aid to have baptiz'd. 
The beſt Port of this Iſland, and 
of all the Archipelago, on the Weſt 
fide towards Naxos, is call'd Scala, 
or the Wharf, becauſe of a Wharf 
built of ſtone for the convenient 
Iading or un-lading of Ships. 
That which renders it free from an- 
noyance of Winds are certain lit- 
tle I{lands that ſhelter it from the 
Eaſt and North-eaſt Winds, The 
Venetiaz Fleet were wont to winter 
hereduring the War of Caray.

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ſv injurious to a Shore. The Pat- 
zians complain more. of the Cru- 
elty of the Chriſtian Pirats, than 


of the Turks. And though the 


Illanders have procur'd Charters 
and Patents. from the Pope , the 
King of france, from the State of 
Venice; fromthe Dukes of Tuſcany ; 
from the Grand Maſter of 1a/tha , 
to ſecure them fromthe Injuries of 
Chriſtian Corſairs, itis ſo far from 
prevailing upon them to withhold 
their hands from rapine, that it 
does but provoke them to more 
fiercenels. Yet theſe Pirats ſoms- 
times are ade the viſible objects of 
Divine” Vengeance. About ſix 
years ago, the Marquels de Fleary , 


that carry'd away notonly the Gra- 


zing , but the Working Cattle; 
had got no further than Paros, *cill 
his Ship ſunk in the Port , and he 
was taken Priſoner, and clapt into 
cuſtody at Corfou, by the Yenetians, 
Another that pillag'd the Monaſtry 
of Liptos, had no ſooner put to Yea; 
but meeting with fome Sazks, to 
which he gave carneſt Chaſe, he 
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run. himſelf a Ground, and there 
periſh'd he., and all his Company. 

Let us now return to the State 
and Government of the Place. The 
whole Iſland was given by(a) Alexis 
Commenus to a yy z and his 
ſuccefſours in the Monaltry, and 
the Iſlands near about, that were 
not inhabited, And what Culrure 
they beſtow on 'the little Hands , 
or what Cattle they put to Grazing 
there , becomes all a Prey to the 
Corſairs ; io that the Revenues of 
this Monaſtry are now much di- 
miniſh'd , and the Monks-become 
extremely.poor. And his Son Calo 
Fohannes, gave allo fourteen Villages 
in Canate : But the Twrks left them 
but one ſmall Hoſpital in Caraze, 
which yields. them 200 Dollars a 
Year, whereas their Revenues be- 
fore were at leaſt 13000, Belides 
the great Monaſftry , there 1s.a little 
Nunnery, containing 40 Nuns. 
This was built but an age ago. 
They purchaſe their living by their 
labour, for they have no Revenues :; 
only the Abbot of the great Mona- 
as {try 
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ſry is oblig'd'to' ſupply them with a 
Reverend Ancient Monk, to do 
all , Sacred Offices among them: 
Belides theſe, | there are ſome ſmall 
Hermitages that njaintain ſome 
tew Monks; 1. The Hermitage 
of the Holy Grotto of St. John the 
Divine, 2. The' Hermitage of 
the Paraſceve, 3, Of the Annun- 
tiation of the Bleſſed Virgin, late- 
ly built by a Biſhop in this laſt Cen- 
tury. 4. The Hermitage, called 
Aſomati, Laſtly, in a place called 
the Gardens, which furniſh the 
Monks Kitchin with all neceffaries. 
They have certain Chappels con- 
ſecrated for the Labourers, at cer- 
tain Hours, to hear Prayers, and 

ſo.return to their Work; | 
And this is the preſent Condition 
of the lile of Patmos, once famous 
for the Reſidence of that great Apo- 
ſtle St. Fohw, and for the great and 
myſterious Revelation he had in it.

Spring of Water, that runs at this 
day ; then thruſting hls ſtaff into 
the Ground, it became a Tree , 
and ſent forth Boughs and Leaves.

Kera- 
fi, another plot of Ground, all 
ftrew'd with ſuch Hermitages as 
are at St. Aire , and they live 1n the 
very ſame manner. 

Beſides theſe Hermitages that 
lye ſo neer in voilinage, there are 
above 1000 more diſperſed up and 
down the I{lapd , which do all be- 
long to ſome one of the Monaſtries. 
If a Mandeſire tolive in a Cell, he 
- ee Rate to that Mona- 

ry to which ir belongs, and ſo 
isempowr'dto.enjoy that Cell, and 
the Land belonging to'rfor his life : 
when he dies, it-returns to the Mo- 
naſtry, and the Monaſtry is Heir to 
all that he leaves behind him. There 
are Cells of all rates, from 5 Dol- 
lers to 150. One thing is very re- 
markable , that Idlenels is utterly 
baniſh'd here, no man lives in the 
Ile, who is not ſome way-employ'd. 

As far the maintenance of theſe 
Monaſtries, though their Lands 
be {ufficient to feed them, ' and their 
Moun- 
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Mountain furniſh them with Wine 
enough to drink; yet as the matter 
is orderd, they commonly want 
'Money to pay - their Haratch , or 
yearly Tribute of 3 Dollers per Poll, 
and buy themſelves. Cloatlis and 
Furniture for tilling their Land! 
So that every year they ſelect ſome 
of their Caloirs to go abroad, and 
beg the Charity of Chriſtian People, 
towards the relief of the reſpeQive 
Monaſtry, And theſe are always 
by two and two together; And 
the Monaſtries agree before-hand 
to what particular places they will 
fend their reſpetive Emiſfaries , 
who continue ordinarily two or 
three years in their perambulation: 
At their coming home, the Money 
is delivered to the Skenaphylax , or 
the Steward of the Monaſtry; for 
it is againſt the Rule of their Order, 
to meddle with Money; He layes 
it out upon neceffary occaſions, and 


what is left, is kept to defray the 


Charge of another Voyage; They 
have a Regiſterof hol that beſtow 
afly thing -, and they pray , for 
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.” J Deſcription'0f : 
them conſtantly in.-the Monaſtry: 
When they are-.choſen to go 
abroad, the Chief of the Mona- 
{try names oneof the Calozrs : The 
Perſon, named, in token ' of his 
obedience ,' doth proſtrate himſelf 
.on the:Ground before the Superiour 
of the Monaſftry,- and riſing, kiſles 
the . Superiours hand. . Then the 
Perſon firſt nam'd,: names thoſe that 
ſhall go along with him, who 1n 
like obedience, firſt proſtrate them- 
ſelves before the Superiour, and 
kiſs his! hand-, - then do the like 
to the Caloir firſt nam'd by the Con- 
vent; and own him for their Father 
and-Superiour, to whom they. owe 
all: obedience during their miſſion.

- This St. Sabas, by his emi- 
nent and ſingular liricine(s , did 
highiy advance the Fame and Ad-- 
miration of. a Monaſtick .life, He 
was by birth a Cappadycian's of the: 
Villageof 2utz/aſca, inthe Dioceſe 
of Ceſare, and being left Heir to 
2 good Eſtate , under 'the Care of 
his Uncle: Hermias, the'perverſeneſs: 
of his Aunt made him -4 nit / that 
Llacles Houſe , and goto prohrced 
to livewith another [So whole 
name-was:Okegory, - Phis breeding. 
a-Diſlenrion:between:. the two Un-. 
cles; he, to- avoid all oecaſion.of dif- 
cord, betook himſelf to the Mona- 
ſtry of Flaviane near Autalaſta x 
whence at: the. eighteenth year of 
his Age; he: went ito: Jeruſalem, to 
viſit thoſe places which our Bleſſed 
Poviours life and death. hath made 
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fo memorable. At that time the 
Fame of Euthymins, then Abbot of 
Lauts by Bethlehem , was very grear 
in the Holy Land. This enflam'd 
young Sabas with great delire to be 
admitted into his Monaſtry : 
W herefore one day as Euthy11iu5 was 
going toreceive the Sacrament, he 
fell down at his feet, begging leave 
to be entred into his College : But 
Eathymius gave him the Repulle, tel- 
ling him 1t was not fitting that ſo 
young a Man ſhould be admitted 
into Zawras yet he would recom- 
mend him to a ſmaller Monaſtry 
hard by , where St. Theodiftes was 
Abbot : Where having fſtay'd ten 
years , Euthymius admitted him in- 
toa Cave by his own Monaftry for 
five years, Then Ewthymins ſelected 
him , and Domztian to vye a5hetich 
Severities 1n a ſolitary Place for four 
years, which having perform'd' to 
great admiration, about the For- 
tieth year of his Age he retird to a 
Cave by the Brook of $S:/oz. By 
that time he had liv'd here five years 
he had a College of Diſciples, to 
i H 4 the 
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thenumberof 70, amongſt whom 
was Jobz the Silentiary , Biſhop of 
Colonia in Cappadocia , before he en- 
tred into his Monaſtick life., and 
after wafds Abbot of this College, 
which was calPd Nova Laura, There 
were afterwards more Monaſtries 
of this name in Paleftin, Laura Pyrgtr 
orum by Jordan , built: by one Jaco- 


bus, Laura Maliſche , built by Fir» 


minus, and Laura Mariche, by Seve- 
rianm, and: Laura Elcerebe, by Tult- 
auns, But this Zawra," built: by 
St. Sabas, was the moſt. Famous', 
wherein his life-time the.number of 
his Monks encreas'd to-150. He 
was eminent 1n the time/of Anaſta- 
ſus, Fuſtinus, and Juſtinianus , Em- 
peraurs of Coxſtantizople , and dy'd 
in the 94**year of his Age. His 
name 1s yet very remarkable .amon 
the Eaſtern: Chriſtians, eſpecially 
at Mount C©=zhos, whoſe firſt Monks 
were but a Colonyof. his Diſciples, 
and whoſe ancienteſt.College is cal- 
Jed Larra,trom his Zawra in Paleſtine,
